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ne following is a summary of the ‘principal issues covered in the classes 
coudueted by Franz HALDER, Friedl STROBL, and Otto XUBIN and the discussions 
which took place each day after the classes. 


i. Ferang HAIDER, KPOe Landesobmann for Upper Austria, lectured the first 
cay of the course on "The World Political Situation". HAIDER allegediv 
had just attended an tmportant meeting of the Politburo of the Cantral 
Committee of the kPOe, He opensd his lecture by pointing out to the 
students that thew should consider themselves the most representative 
officials of the Communist youth movements In Austria and warned them 
to keap in strict confidence what they learned during the five-day 
course, HAIDER acid that sapere the recent discussion of the change in 
garty Line at the Politburo of the Central Committes, the KPOe Landes= 
comann oP Saispurs had pisoaraeed the new policy, and was allegedly taken 
to task by mist ©ISCURR and Fried] FUBRNBENG. Although he subsecuently 
sereed to cooperaia wholeheartediy, he expressec doubt that the changa 
would benefit the party, HAIDER al Lepedly added that Johann KOFLENIG, 
FUERNRERG, and tw: other menbers of the Central Committee of the KPUe 
were received by STALIN when they were in Moscow. attending the STALIN 
wirthday celebrations, and that KOPLENIG and FUERNBSNG also visited the 
Politbure of the CPSU (Communist Party of the Soviet Unions The KPOe 
was repeatedly criticized by the Politbu-o of tre CPSU fer its poer show-=- 
ing in the wecent Austrien @lections, which they blamed on the failure of 

the KPGe to fellor the CPSU line. HAIDER said tnat/ti@e ent. war was the 
aginning of the ond of world capitalism, and he provhesied the econcaic 
in o: the Unites. Stetes in néar future and the establishment of 

Communism threughout turope. fOSR described the Coumunist victory 

tncGhoinag as cone of the ere Getests ever suffered by the United States 

aici Ube vietosy in China woutd have its effect in Austria at the 
of January or during earity Fabruary, xhen the Communists woulc chaapion 

a fight for incressed wares. He nredicted that orices would contiine to 

vise and the purchasing power of the schilling would fall. HATDSR con- 

tinved his tecture by declaring that the League of independents {(V¥9U) 

25 a taajor foe of socialism in Austris, the importance of which has bean 

winimized by the KPOe. HAIDER described the VdiJ as the battering ram of 

American imperialism in Austria and asked hov the KPOs could enlis si. the 

supoort of the "war genersticn" in combatting the Vdll, He admitted that 

the VdU had been able to recruit younr veterans by appealing to the 

spirit of comraceship arising from mutual war experience, The KPOGe em- 

chasis on pecifism was conceded Lo be an error and veterans. are te be told 

that they foupht precy ana with honor but on the wrong side. HATDER 
said the Conmunis<s desire peace, but, because of the strong opposition of 
ihe imperialists, (he KPO@ will probably have to wage an armed revolt in 
fustria, With reference ta the future Austrian Army, ne stated that the 
oresent party line of the KPGe zgainst the establishment of the Austrian 

Army 38 to be altered, and Communist youth will Dé told that armed strength 

is nob an evil unless it is directed against the workers, HAIDER stated 

that he had used whis propagande on Engelbert MUELLER, a Val factory 

councilman in the Voest, Ling, persuaded MUSLLER to resign from the Vd, 

and woes recruiting him for the FPOe, In speaking of the economic situatica 

i §ustria, HAIDER said that the Marshall Plan is causing prices to rise 

sid the production ef consumer goods to be cut. He claimed that America 

is planning the economic collapse of Austria by artificially creating un- 

saployment which will foree Austria to become an imperialist dependency, 

and the best vay the Communists can fight this situation is to increase 
interest in trace unionism amonr young party mebers. Communist influence 
must be increased in the trede unions through which the Communists will 

direct a general strike in 1950. 
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HAIDER warned against the infiltration ° of Yisoism into Austria, 
especially in Carinthia, and directed Laat any siens of Titeism 
are to be reported immediately to the Politburo of the Central 
Committee in Vienna. He also warned against the infiltration of 
inperialist agents, mainly divided into twa classés: 


a. Former loyal members of the KPGe who had been corrupted by 
greed and ambitien, They are especially sought by the Americans 
as agents in the Peoples! Democracits. 


»  KPOe members who are nenetration agents. These people eventual 
iy Ditray Uleiceives uy aliumpting io rise Loo rapidly in the 
party and by displaying a superior nosledge of Marxism. They 
can also be identified by a reiuctince to become Communist 
speakers, ‘rne Americans are trainirg such agents for penetration 
Aanto Austria, 


BAIDER ended his lecture by stating “hat an event of great in- 
portance for all Communists was the Ussh recognition of the 
Democratic State of #astern Germany. He said that workers in 
western Germany are peginning to recognize the kastern State 
ag their only haope.

Although all the students were supposdly required to discuss these

subjects in open forum, they merely reveaied HATDER's words, and offered 


no arfunent avaingt his coinions. The new KPOe policy on the Army 
cane as a complele suroise to the studevts, several of whom had been 
saedalist "Red Falcon" leaders. in spiic of basic opposition to the 
aatablishment of an Austrian Army, it wat finally agreed that an Army 
is necessary and that mijitary training >) youn? people is desirable 
go long as Lhey are not used as tools of reaction. 


On the subject of youth in the “rade unioas, KUSIN stated that Foed 
officials in factories ave not active beacause tle youth leadership 
js alme3t entirely in the hands cf the socialists, He urged all 
Oe] menbers who are workers to become activa trede unionists, and 
said that young workers in trade unions must be won over to the Com- 
wunists to enable the Krve to succeed In Ausiria. KUBIN said that 
the campaign during Jsnuary and Feorua y for wage increases must be 
fully oxploited by the Communists. in, regard to Germany, KUBIN gtlate 
that, in spite of Austrian dislike of Germany, it must be recogni zed 
that Socialism in Mastera Germany has mace far greater orogress than 
im Austria, The party cadre in Austria has made many mistakes which 
have retarded the development of Comuimism in fuatria. He said that

tua summer large numbers of FOed officisls will be sent to the Piecneer

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On the second dav, the "Socialist ee class was conducted by 
eeqed) SLHOKL, educational specialist of the Bundesleitung of the 
ounge Garde, who stated that Soclaiist training is imoossible in a 
talist country.
